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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response to the last Office Action, filed on December 7 th , 2010 has been 
entered and made of record. 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see the Remarks, filed 12/07/2010, with respect to the priority 
date of the provisional application have been fully considered and are persuasive. The current 
application's priority date of the provisional application (60/505146) has been restored. 
Furthermore, due to acceptance of this priority date the prior art rejections of the claims have 
been withdrawn since the dates of the art used in the previously made prior art rejections are no 
longer applicable as prior art under 35 USC 102 or 35 USC 103. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner has 
identified a set of prior art in the previous office actions that have taught inventions similar to 
those taught by the current application. However, Applicants have overcome the previously 
presented prior art rejections by successfully arguing that the priority date of the provisional 
application supports the claimed limitations as required by 35 USC 112 1st paragraph. 
Independent claim 1 and 14 both require the determination of an average image value of the 
input image blocks, the selection of a pre-established film grain block from a pool of blocks by 
choosing the film grain block that closely matches the average value parameter, and blending the 
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input image block with the film grain block. The cited prior art has taught the calculation of an 
average image parameter to create a scaling factor used to modify image noise (Jia et al - US 
7593465), measuring film grain in images (US 5709972), adding noise to a decompressed image 
(US 6587509). In general, the prior art has taught measuring noise in image data and adding or 
blending the noise (film grain) to a decompressed image data to make the image appear "more 
real" to reduce effects of compression loss, but has not taught the generation of a pool of film 
grain blocks (noise blocks) that are selected based on a measured average value of an input 
image block.
